Ingratitude 


O 


NE gels a notion of the blind fanaticism and 


cruel disregard of humanity which seem in- 


grained in the bolshevik point of view in that 
message sent out from Moscow to disciples all 
over the world declaring that the United States 
and Great Britain, in their offers of food to-the 
starving Russian people, are seeking an oppor- 
tunity of starting counter-revolution against the 
Soviets. 
Such unwarranted accusations, based 


on suspicion entirely, can have only the effect 
of weakening the disposition of the countries 
named to help Russia. 
If their motives are to 


be maligned and misinterpreted- thus they need 
not submit—they have only to •withdraw their 
proffers of aid to Russia and let her go her own 
way to destruction. The red propagandists arc 
deliberately jeopardizing their own people's on- 
ly chance of life in order to make a soap-box 
point. If the English-speaking powers go ahead 
with their plans of relief they must overlook 
what amounts to a deliberate insult from the 
Russian government. 


\Ve do not believe thai Moscow's wireless 


affront will divert the intentions of the United 
States, at least, to save as many Russian lives as 
may be. -This country is big enough, we hope, 
to overlook patently libellous slanders and to 
focus its tittcntion on the plain fact that millions 
of human lives arc in danger, no matter who 
Ihe'y may be or how they may have come to yiis 
pass. But we trust that the incident will im- 
press the world with the essential trickincss and 
deception of the Moscow fanatics, and their clc- 
tcrminaUon jo sacrifice truth and facts to their 
point of view. 
For it must be obvious that if 


the powers placed the destruction of the bolshe- 
vik government above the rescue of the Rus- 
sian people the easiest and most effective course 
would be to sit still and let famine have its way. 


Hunger is the most powerful of levers for 


unseating any government. 
It was hunger, as 


much as anything else, that caused the collapse 
of the imperial government and the elevation of 
the communists to power. The present famine, 
if the facts arc even approximated in the dis- 
patches, is worse than the conditions of 1915 
and 1916. 
It would unquestionably *be a more 


powerful agent to discredit bolshevism than 
any counter-revolutionary intrigue which the 
powers might set on foot—as the failure of 
French and British aided counter-revolutionary 
movement's in the last three years sufficiently 
shows. All the internal facts, as well as the en- 
tirely unpolitical conditions upon which alone 
Hoover insisted in offering relief to Russia, give 
the lie to the bolshevik insinuation.

Justice Burr W. Jones 


jEMOCRACY is perhaps'loo npl to judge men 
^ by their associations, rather than test them 
by their performances. Former Governor Phil- 
ipp appointed Hon. Burr W. Jones to the su- 
preme bench of Wisconsin. His business had 
long thrown this able lawyer among the bcllcr- 
to-do citizens, who were his clients and his asso- 
ciates. From his tailor to his club everything 
classed him as a '•conservative," if we accept the 
standards upon which men in politics arc meas- 
ured. And doubtless he is a conservative, in 
the sense that lie respects the form of govern- 
ment under which we live and has faith that 
the general average of its performances will 
make for the welfare of the commonwealth.

Jones' opinion holding that slock dividends arc 
taxable under the income tax law.

from their investments should remain free from taxa- 
tion, while other citizens perhaps less able to pay should 
bear tho burden." 


Here is no class utterance, but the language 


of a jurist who knows no classes before the law. 
He interprets the plain intent of the legislature, 
rejects the word juggling of the plaintiff, and 
mentions with respect the purpose of this democ- 
racy, in distributing lax burdens, to relieve to 
some extent the shoulders "less able to bear the 
burden." 


We welcome such evidences that there ex- 


ists a broad and generous Americanism true in 
letter and in spirit to the things for which this 
government was established, and uninfluenced 
by environment and association when public 
questions arc approached and a public trust to 
be discharged.
